BUND PURCHASE 
MUST BE SPEEDED 


Subscriptions Reported on 
Thursday $200,000,000, On- 
ly Half of Necessary Aver- 
age—Total Now $626,506,- 
000— Mc Adoo Warns 
Against Lessening Effort. 


Washington, October 3.—Admonition 
to the American people not to let the 
news of allied victories cause a slack- 


ening of efforts in the campaign for the 
fourth Liberty Loan, was expressed to- 
night by Secretary McAdoo in pointing 
out that to date subscriptions toward 
the $6,000,000,000 total are being re- 
ceived at only about one-half the nec- 
essary rate. Although $200,000,000 in 
subscriptions were reported today, Mr. 
McAdoo said that bond sales must av- 
erage more than $315,000,000 a day for 
the nineteen working days, if the goal 
is to be reached. Subscriptions up to 
the close of business last night 
amounted to $626,506,000. 


“Germany is not yet crushed,” Secre- 
tary McAdoo said, in urging more 
strenuous efforts. “She has millions 
of strong fighting men still on the 
battle lines and, with invasion of their 
own territory facing them, they will 
fight even more desperately than here- 
tofore.” 


Big Task Ahead. 


“While lam confident that the Amer- 
will in the end complete 
the enormous task before them,” Mr. 
McAdoo continued, “I desire to urge 
every one not only to subscribe to the 
utmost of his ability, but to subscribe 
at the earliest possible moment, in or- 
der that his subscription may serve as 
The campaign 
is handicapped by two factors; the first 
being the unfortunate spread of influ- 
enza throughout many of the eastern 
states, necessitating the cancellation 
of public meetings, parades and other 
demonstrations in behalf of the loan. 
This condition makes it necessary for 
the people to come forward with their 
subscriptions without yraiting to be 
called upon. The second unfavorable 
factor, and by far the most serious one, 
is the feeling which is prevalent in 
some communities that the glorious 
news from the battle front reflects a 
military situation which warrants a 
slackening of our efforts here at home. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth, and no more insidious, propa- 
ganda than this could be circulated by 
the enemy. 


“The time is ripe for the final stroke 
which shall lead to complete victory 
and enduring peace, but that final 
stroke cannot be delivered ina day ora 
week. 

Time to Speed Up. 

“The strength of our military efforts 
must be multiplied. Our fighting forces 
must feel behind them the steadying 
support of the American peopte. The 
supply of American arms and ammu- 
nition must not be interrupted or di- 
minished. Now is the time for speed— 
speed and the maximum of force at the 
present time means an earlier return 
of our boys from the bloody battle- 
fields—means the saving of American

The outmaneuvering was done, by 
W. H: Burwell, of Sparta, who laid 
the whole Watson plot before the con- 
vention and then called for show- 
down, but before he could get it Wat- 
son’s attorney saw the handwriting on 
the wall and withdrew the appeal of 
the Thomson man in his contest of the 
congressional election in the tenth dis- 
trict. 

This means that the Watson menace 
is removed in so far as te tenth district 
race is concerned, for the appeal to 
the district committee was withdrawn 
several days ago and there is no other 
court of last resort left to which he 
can carry his case. 

Carl Vinson, who defeated Watson in 
the primary, has been declared the 
nominee by the district committee and 
he will be formally elected in Novem- 
ber. Mr. Watson, through his counsel, 
has previously stated he will not bolt 
the primary. 


Defeat Was Apparent. 


The defeat of Watson was apparent 
shortly after the convention convened 
here at 10:45 a. m. today. In the re- 
port of the committee on rules it was 
provided that the three contests pend- 
ing should be referred to the state ex- 
ecutive committee with power to act. 

This brought W. H. Burwell to his 
feet and he presented a resolution ask- 
ing that the tenth district contest be 
referred to the executive committee of 
the tenth district for final hearing, 
rather than to the state committee, 
Burwell was ruled out of order at the 
time on the ground that the Watson 
contest had not yet come before the 
convention, but Chairman Flynt prom- 
ised to hear him at the proper time. 

Burwell insisted it would be too late 
after the report of the rules committee 
had been adopted and insisted that his 
resolution be acted on then and there. 
Finally on motion of H. H. Dean, of 
Hall, the report of the rules committee 
was amended in so far as it affected the 
Watson case, to provide for a hearing 
before .the convention before the con- 
test should go to the state committee. 

This satisfied Burwell, and the main 
fireworks were reserved until the last 
hour of the convention, which did not 
adjourn until almost 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 


Burwells Argument. 


In presenting his argument on his 
resolution, Burwell gave a history of 
the tenth district case, with which the 
entire state is familiar by this time, 
showing that Watson had been turn- 
ed down in all three of the counties 
where he filed contest. He said there 
was a fixed law to govern the case, as 
the tenth district is a separate organ- 
ization, having its own executive com- 
mittee, which, under the rules, he gaid, 


| was the proper tribunal for Watson to 


carry his appeal to. He urged the con- 
vention to stand by the law and not 
permit the people of the tenth district 
to be steamrolled. 


“All we want is justice,” said Bur- 
well. “Send the‘case back to the legal 
tribuyal to be tried according to law 
and then if Watson does not abide by 
the decision there and elects to run in 
November we will bury him so deep 
you will never hear of him again.” 

The appeal of the Sparta man was 
based entirely on the right of local 
self-government.

BRITISH SMASH VITAL

With the British Army on the St. 
Quentin Sector, October 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—5:30 p. m.—The British 
troops smashed a large and vital sec- 
tion of the Hindenburg line today be- 
tween St. Quentin and Cambrai. They 
have occupied many additional towns 
and villages and 5,000 prisoners and nu- 
merous guns have been taken. 

The battle was resumed at 6 o'clock 
in the morning and continued through- 
out the day, English and Australian di- 
visions driving deep into the enemy de- 
fenses. The ground over which the 
British troops fought their way against 
the inevitable swarms of machine guns 
was littered with German dead. The 
advance has reached a depth of about 
five miles at its apex, and it follows 
that the principal Hindenburg defenses 
here have been shattered. A few hours 
may see the British all the way on the 
other side of the great German defen- 
sive system. 

From the north comes most signifi- 
cant news. The Germans, who were 
gradually being left in a salient, have 
begun a retreat on practically all the 
Armentieres sector and appear to be 
in full flight. British troops have en- 
tered and are passing through Lens. 

Aubers ridge, south of Armentieres, 
has been taken, and the British are 
east of there. Indications are not 
wanting that the Germans have been 
forced to begin one of the war's great- 
est retreats. 

The troops co-operating with the 
Belgians have taken villages 
Roulers after hard street fighting. 
They, have forced the Germans well 
back and are still going. The Germans 
must get out of the Belgian coast as 
far as Ostend, if the advance here con- 
tinues, as it gives every sign of doing.

In moving from Armentieres’” and 
Lens, the official statement says, the 
Germans occupied rearward positions 
east of those towns.

Armentieres has changed hands twice 
this year. It was captured by the 
Germans when they drove in the Lys 
salient last April, and now it again 
falls into British hands. 

With the Germans out of Lens the 
allies have made the first important 
-8tep in the occupation of the coal flelds 
about Lens. The great manufacturing 
district of northern France obtained its 
fuel from this district as did Paris 
The annual output before the war wAs 
about 56,000,000 tons.

Announcement has been made at the 
office of Superintendent H. L Collier, 
of the construction department of the 
city with reference to the progress of 
a number of street improvements. East 
Hunter street, where the construction 
forces have been busy for some time 
laying asphalt over a Belgian 
foundation, is about completed, 


important thoroughfare will have a 
new pavement extending from the cap- 
itol to Oakland cemetery. Not only 
does this new stretch of pavement give 
a smooth roadway from the center of 
the city to the big cemetery, but it 
furnishes an additional driveway from 
the middle of Atlanta to Grant park. 

The only rough portion of the route

Stewart avenue, which is one of the 
most important street improvements 
that have been projected by the city 
within the past year, with the possible 
exception of the widening and paving 
of Peachtree, is nearly ready for traf- 
fic. This fine job is composed of con- 
crete on the side of the car tracks, with 
vitrified bricks between the tracks. 
the new paving extends from the junc- 
tion with Whitehall to the Candler 
warehouse, and because of the greatly 
increased bu™iness that is now done in 
that section of the city, chargeable 
largely to government activities, this 
job will prove to be of vast importance. 

Peachtree Widening Progresses. 

The Peachtree widening and paving 
job, which has gone forward steadily 
despite the scarcity of labor-and the 
difficulty of securing necessary mate- 
rials, is coming along at a rate that 
is most gratifying to the chief of con- 
struction and to the citizens living and 
doing business along this famous 
street. 

The widening process has been com- 
pleted between Baker street and the 
junction of Ivy,e and the curbs have 
been laid for the new sidewalks. The 
street car tracks are now being re- 
Placed and repaired, and the concrete 
foundation is being placed for the as- 
phalt. It is believed that this job, that 
part of it between Baker and Ivy 
streets, where the widening has taken 
place, will be brought to completion 
within at least 20 days.

Among the sixteen wounded soldiers 
from “over there,” who reached the 
base hospital at Fort McPherson Thurs- 
day evening, is H. S. Robinson, who 
was on the Vermont when 
pedoed by a German U-boat. 

He gives the following account of 
the incident» “We had hardly got well 
out to sea. The ship was loaded with 
the unlucky fellows from the battle- 
fields. I was in my cabin half asleep 
when I heard a dull thud and felt the 
ship quiver. Then we all new what 
had happened Every one kept quiet 
except.the shell-shocked men. It was 
awful on them. The explosion tore a 
hole about 10 by 30 feet in the side 
of the ship and you bet I didn't rest 
very easy until we ran back into port.”

&uns were sending: a barrage fire into 
our ranks and the fellows were falling 
like wheat all around me, and when I 
felt of my wrist and knew that my 
hand was gone and I could fight no 
more, I began to carry the poor fer- 
lows who were down back to the rear 
of the line.

EPIDEMIC OF INFLUENZA 
RAGED 28 YEARS AGO 


The acute epidemic of influenza, ac- 
cording to a bulletin received from 
Washington at the United States public 
health service station of Atlanta, _is 
very similar to one which occurred in 
pandemic form jin 1889-90. 

Influenza is first indemic, that is oec- 
casional cases which are the natural 
result of a weakened physizal condi- 
tion of the patient; it then becomes 
epidemic (infects an entire community), 
and then becomes pandemic (travels 
from country to country), 

It seems probable that in 1918, 
1889-90 the earliest appearanee of in- 
fluenza was in eastern Europe, By 
April cases were occurring on the west- 
ern front. In Spain, according w) re- 
ports, 30 per cent of the popu:ation 
were infected with this disease. (Spain 
also had the most acute attacx in tre 
epidemic of 1889.) The heigat cf the 
epidemic in Germany was reacned in 
June and July of this year. The peo- 
ple of England were affected in May, 
June and July.
